School Boards and Patrons: 
Our schools for the year of 1918 
and 1919 are now closed. We have 
made a record; 
and the question 
^hat should concern us most is, what 
kind of record have we made? And 
how can we make the next year's 
record 
belter 
We 
have 
gone 
through two very strenuous years 
on schools. 
Yet. we feel like the 
schools have performed their func­ 
tion in this "World1* Great Con­ 
flict” honorably and nobly. While we 
know that the regular school work 
as has been done in the past has 
been ill effected, but we now have 
a larger and broader vision of what 
the schools should do. and the func­ 
tion they should pertorm in the up­ 
building of the citizenship and the 
community life and spirit of our 
county. Then it is your indispen­ 
sible d u n 
as patrons and school 
boards to supply the schools with 
the necessary equipment and co-op­ 
erate with the teacners in making 
them more serviceable to the com­ 
munity in their fullest sense. 
In thifc county we have sixty-five 
districts, with a total valuation of 
$15,000,000 and a scholastic popu­ 
lation of 11,360. We have six af­ 
filiated High Schools and six oth­ 
er schools doing high school work. 
Yet their work is not accredited. 
Outside of Hie towns we have 
eleven concrete or brick buildings 
and ten teacherages. Three o*: these 
teacherages and two of the brick 
buildings have been completed the 
past year. We have three other dis­ 
t r i c t 
who 
are 
voting 
bonds 
to 
build a modern school building and 
teacherages. 
So we have at present 
2 4 one room schools. 26 two room. 


6 three room, and 7 four room or 
more. 
Therefore, we can see that 
there is a great interest being taken 
in the improvement of the condi­ 
tions of the schools, and a tendency 
to untie or consolidate in order that 
the children may have not only bet­ 
ter advantages 
In 
the 
common 
schools, but some high school ad­ 
vantages. This is commendable, in­ 
deed, on the part of the citizen­ 
ship. 
Feeling that our boys and girls 
are entitled to the best we can af­ 
ford to give them. I will offer a 
few suggestions that I believe will 
be helpful. 
School Officers. 
At this meeting you are to elect 
a clerk to serve three years. Be 
careful in your choice. While the 
place is not a very thankful one 
at times, vet good men, who are 
willing to make a personal sacrifice 
of interest* for the "welfare of the 
children, should be elected. When 
you have elected him. give him your 
encouragement and support in all 
efforts to make the school better. 
Ke|H>rt to Superintendent. 
The district clerk must, without 
delay, send to the County Superin­ 
tendent the report of election, oath 
of office with the address of each 
member, clerk’s annual report, and 
only one copy of the estimate sheet. 
District officers must fill out and 
sign 
wherever 
necessary 
on 
the 
back of the estimate sheet. Prompt 
reports are of great help to {he 
County Superintendent. 
Length of School Term. 
It requites eight months to com­ 
plete a grade as outlined by the 
State 
Board 
of 
Education. 
Your 
teacher is required to follow the 
course of study. 
So 
to complete 
a grade it is necessary to have an 
eight or nine months term. In all 
of the towns they have 
a 
nine 
months term. Why not have a nine 
months term in the country. 
Let 
me urge on yon to make your levy 


sufficient for an eight months term, 
if not nine. 
Compulsory Attendance. 
The compulsory law has been re­ 
vised and all children between the 
ages of 8 and 18 are required to 
be sent to school at least 66 per 
cent of the time. 
It also provides 
for a County Truancy Officer to be 
appointed by the County Superin­ 
tendent. 
We will have an officer 
to look after the compulsory at­ 
tendance and we insist that you co­ 
operate with us in making the at­ 
tendance as near perfect as it can 
be possible to make it. 
Visitation of Schools by. the Board. 
House Bill No. 371 provides that 
the district board visit the school 
at h a s t twice a month. In this visi­ 
tation you are to look after the 
school needs, the sanitation, the de­ 
portment of ti* pupils, etc., of the 
school. 
Also to 
examine 
the re­ 
ports and records of the teachers. 
These visits can be made very help­ 
ful to the teachers, pupils and com­ 
munity, and I insist that you visit 
the schools frequently. 
Neighboring districts can be very 
helpful to each other and the school 
spirit 
and 
inspiration greatly ad­ 
vanced, if they will conij* together 
get 
acquainted, and discuss their 
common problems. Some rivalry in 
spelling, ciphering, debating, 
ball 
games, etc., between 
neighboring 
schools will result in much good if 
rightly managed and I suggest such 
meetings. 
Poultry Shows and Club Work. 
Fourteen schools held a poultry 


helpful than to have the boys and 
girls take an fictive part in the 
club work that is being directed by 
Mr. Hill, Mr. Pratt and Mrs. Duvall. 
So I ask that you co-operate with 
them in every way possible. 
They 
have my fullest endorsement in the 
work. 
Repairs and Supplies. 
All needed 
repairs 
should 
he 
made and supplies bought before the 
school term opens. 
I notice that 
some of the buildings and equip­ 
ment are very poorly cared for. This 
is poor economy. It is very essen­ 
tial that the schools be furnished 
with necessary blackboard, 
desks, 
drinking 
fountains, 
libraries, 
etc. 
Then as the school boards are the 
custodians 
of the 
property 
it 
is 
their duty to look after it. 
School Law. 
Some changes have been made in 
the school law 
which 
are 
good. 
When the new law is available I will 
furnish the board with a new copy, 
and trust you will study the changes 
and co-operate with this office in 
trying to familiarise the public with 
the changes. 
School supplies ror the teachers 
will lie furnished by this office. 
In closing I wish to thank the 
school boards, patrons and teach­ 
ers 
for their

WASHINGTON, June 21.— Inde­ 
structible gasoline tanks, automatic 
cranks and portable hangars are a 
few of the airplane equipment de­ 
vices which the army air service’s 
engineering section 
is seeking to 
perfect. 
American inventors have 
been asked to assist. 
The gasoline tank desired would 
withstand ” a salvo of 15 shots fired 
a t a range af 30 yards, the am m uni­ 
tion consisting of service, 
tracer, 
incendiary and armor-piercing bul­ 
lets, without fire resulting.” A max­ 
imum weight limit of 75 per cent 
more than the ordinary tank has 
been fixed. 
An automatic cranker, mounted 
in a truck and electrically driven, 
is under experiment. 
This instru­ 
ment is designed to offset the great 
difficulties 
now 
experienced 
in 
starting the big 
Dombing 
planes 
which are expected to be the type 
adopted in aerial commerce. A flex­ 
ible arm is attached to the propeller 
giving the twist necessary to start 
the cylinders to firing and is then 
automatically disconnected. 
Portable hangars of canvas, of 
the type now* used, are very unsat­ 
isfactory. according to aviation of­ 
ficials. They either are too small for 
the purpose or are easily blown 
down by a moderate 
wind.
